THE WAR. + 


THE reluctance of Admiral Rozh- 
diestvensky to quit the consts of 
Annam, with its tempting anchorages, 
and make either for Viadivostock or 
the Japanese fleet, is again causing 
hard things to be said and thought, 
about France in the Island Empire. 
Fresh and definite assurances have 
come from Paris that no Russian 
ships are believed to be in French 
territorial waters, but it is not sur- 
prising to find the Tokio newspapers 

loubting the sincerity of such pro- 
testations, when the fleet followed 
up their tardy departure from Cam- 
ranh bay by puttin almost immedi- 
ately into Hon Kohe bay, fifty miles 
further north. There are a succes- 
sion of these. comfortable harbours 
along the Annam coast and the 
statement, which has gone unchal- 
lenged, that the Russian admiral 
porposee to wait in this neighbour- 

ood the arrival of his latersquadrons, 
forces the supposition that it is 
intended to make use of some or 
other of them in the meantime. As 
‘is very fairly pointed out, the Indo- 
‘China authorities found little diffi- 
teulty in conveying to two Japanese 
feruisers, who recently put into 
Camranh, an intimaton that their 
speedy departure would be de- 
therefore, be 
an easy matier to convey a 
similar message to Admiral Rozh- 
diestvensky, and indeed by this 
time the pleas of ignorance of the 
Russians’ whereabouts, or difficulty 
im communicating with them, can no 
longer be put forward. Instead it is 
urged that the ships keep 
rigidly outside the territorial limit, 
which may be strictly true, though 
it seems open to question. That 
supplies of coal isi

grievance, which they have dealt 
with up to the present in a moderate 
and most conciliatory way. 

‘There is not much profit in specu- 
lating as to what the Russians intend 
doing when, if ever, they have col- 
lected their scattered squadrons, and 
venture to enter the actual war zone. ° 
The prevailing idea is that they will 
make an attempt, by sweeping round 
in the Pacific, to reach Viadivostock. 
‘They have abstained almosb entirely 
feom capturing prizes, the reason 
being probably that the task of get- 
ving them to a Russian port, for the 
adjudication of a Prize Court, has 
been seon to be practically impossible. 
Tt would still seem that the Armada’s 
‘one chance is to fight as early as pos- 
sible, The command of the sea once 
won, the question of finding har- 
bourage would be easily solved, 

Japan papers to hand give a 
clearer idea of the fighting’ which 
took place on the 24th of lasb month 
north of Kaiyuan, An attempt was 
made on a somewhat large scale 
to drive the Japanese from their 
advanced positions, and according to 
the “Japan Mail” the Russians 
employed about 15,000 troops for 
this purpose. They moved in three 
bodies, one down the Kirin-Kaiynan 
Road, one down the railway against 
Changtu, and one down the Chang- 
chun-Fakumén Road against Hsiao- 
tatsz, which lies eleven miles north 
of Fakumén. The strongest of these 
forces, numerically, was the one that 
marched down the railway—4,800 
infantry and 2,400 _cavalry,—but 
this body had no artillery, whereas 
the force—4,000 infantry and 2,400 
cavalry—which attacked Kaiyuan 
had eight guns, The Heiaotatsz 
force consisted of cavalry (1,800 
sabres) and eight guns “Bub ‘had 
no infantry. Doubtless the Russian 
plan was to deliver the three attacks 
simultaneously, but apparently by 
some miscalculation they pressed 


home the Kaiy enterprise prema- 
surely andsufered: sacha crushing de- 
feat there that the other two columns 
retreated at once. At Kaiyuan the 
Jupanese had 38 killed and wounded, 
whereas the Russians left 200 dead,

have resumed command. It is 
-estimated that at the rate reinforce- 
ments are arriving it will take up till 
the end of August to bring the army 
to the strength it had before the 
battle of Mukden, but much will 
have happened probably before then. 
‘The indications are that the next 
fighting of consequence will take 
place ubout the middle of the present 
month and that events will then 
move quickly.

THE SIMPLE LIFE. 


2nd May. 


Now that attention is being 
strongly directed to the manner in 
which China is fulfilling her treaty 
obligations it may be as well to call 
to mind a few of the diplomatic 
platitudes which have for some time 
entertained our home governments. 
Several years ago Secre‘ary Hay 
announced his “open door” policy 
he world applauded, and the good 
Secretary rubbed his hands and 
retired to write poetry. During his 
poetic trance Russia occupied Man- 
churia, The test came, Three 
hundred thousand armed men tried 
to “open the door,” and though| 
they ‘have been at it might and 
main for more than a year, the door 
is hardly aj. 

Hardly less appalling a derogat‘on| 
from the principle of the “open 
door” is presented by Shontung. 
The Kiaochou Convention expressly 
reserves to German maoufacturers 
and capi alists a perpetual option 
on all enterprises in the province, 
‘The dour is certainly “open,” but no 
one may enter should there happen 
to be a German who wishes to pass 
through. 

The railway in China has also been 
found an effective means, in hands 
of continental eapitalis's, of barri- 

. eading the door. The Chinese «m- 
ployees of such railroads are prac- 
tically under foreign jurisdiction, 
No securer refuge could be found by 
a Chinese who anticipates a suit from 
an American or an Englishman than 
employment in such a concern, The 
native authorities, for some reason, 
are no longer able to exercise any 
effective control. 

So far as China and her officials| 
are concerned, one of the most dis- 
tinguished of British diplomatis's 
expressed the situation in the fol'ow- 
ing words: “China yie'ds nothing 
to reason, but everything to force.” 
‘As supplemented by the words of| 
avother British official: “Make no 
demand that is not just; never| 
recede from a demand once mad 
it outlines the only practical policy 
to be pursued in China. The wisdom 
of furty years ago se-ms to have been 
forgotten by the British Foreign 
Office of to-day. ‘The Chinese policy 
of Secretary Hay, however, is still 
placidly following tho simple life, 





THE 
ANGLO-JAPANESE 
ALLIANCE. 


Srd May. 

THE Agreement between Great 
Britain and Japan was signed on the 
30th of January, 1902, and as it was 
to be binding for a period of five 
years, we are now within measurable 
distance of the time when the ques- 
tion of its renewal must come up for 
consideration by. the parties con- 
cerned, There is one very important 
clause in the la-t Article of the Agrec- 
ment to the following effect, that if, 
when the date fixed for the expiration 
of the Agreement arrives, either ally 
is actually engaged in war, the Alli- 
ance shall, ipso faco, contioue until 
peace is concluded. If, however, as 
we may earnest'y desire, peace should 
be proclaimed ‘before the 30th of 
January, 1907, either Power may 
notify the other that is wishes to 
terminate the alliance. Will either 
or both parties be desirous of doing 
so? 

‘The question, a very important 
one, of cvurse, is being discussed at 
home from different points of view— 
but chiefly, perhaps, from the strate- 

ical and the economic points ot view. 

ill it be to the advantage of Great 
Britain or otherwise to renew the 
agreement? The question of the 
disintegration of China is ene of the 
prime fac'ors which claims our 
closest attention in a consideration 
of this subject. The preamble of 
the Anglo-Japanese Agreement re- 
cognises this fact when it says that 
the special object of the alliance was 
to maintain the independence and 
territorial int-grity of China and 








Corea, and to secure equal opperinn, 
ities in those countries for the com- 
merce and industry of all nations. 
And that the Agreement is an instru- 
ment which may be relied on to ac- 
complish this cannot, we think, he 
doubted. It is more to the interest 
of Great Britain that China should 
be preserved intact than it is to any 
other country. It can scarcely ho 
doubted that some of our neighbours 
on the Continent would be quite 
content to participate in the parti- 
tion of Ch’na, ext to Great Bri- 
tain, the United States and Japan 
are the Powers most concerned to 
see the country preserved intact, and 
for the latter country no doubt the 
question is one not oly of para- 
mount but of vital importance. But 
such cannot be said of the United 
States, which has declared, however, 
its resolution that the integri y of 
China must be respected. But as 
far as Greit Britain is concerned, it 
seems to us that her highest 
interests require that she should be 
permanently allied to Japan. As a 
recent writer on the subject says: 
“Ss is the natural champion of 
China's integri y, and ig our natural 
and our most reliabl> ally in our 
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Chinese Pl icy,” and we are of pinion 
that such would be the view of the 
vast majority of the p-ople of Great 
Britain. 

Some writers in the home papers 
bring forward the agument that 
Japan, after having brought the war 
to a victorious conclusion, may unite 
with China in an effort to drive the 
European Powers out of that country. 
But the indications up to the pre- 
sent that it has ever entered. the 
mind of Japan to attempt such a 

‘gantic task are not forthcoming, 
and it is idle and impracticable to 
take into serious consideration such 
an unlikely contingoncy. ‘The prac- 
tical problems of the present are 
sufficiently serious and difficult to 
‘occupy the attention of those upon 
whom the duty devolves. We can 
entirely agree that the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance not only streng- 
thens the position of Great Britain 
at her most vplnerab'e pointe, but 
that “it is also a guaranige that the 
so-called Yellow Peril will remain an 
empty word as long ss that Agreo- 
ment is in force.” 

‘There is another point of view fram 
which to regard the question. Ifthe 
Anglo-Japanese Agreement should 
come to aa end, Japan, finding her- 
self isolated, would soon be cor polled 
tv look around for some other Power 
to enter into ajliance with her, and 
we cannot but believe that she would 
have little or no difficulty in finding 
one or more Powera willing to do so. 
And then, what wauld be the position 
of Great Britain? Her waning pres: 
tige in the Far East would receive a 
fearful blow. ‘The opinion of those 
who believe that the termination 
of the Anglo-Japanese Agreement 
would mean the commencement of a 

eriod of great unrest in the Fur 

t, which woyld have the most fe 
reaching and serious cousequences, 
seems to us to be 4 reasonuble one, 
Besides, as one writer puts it, “ihe 
Anglo-Japanese Allignce should be 
of value to us, not only because it 
strengthens our political and 
economical position in China and 
India, aud becayse it makes for 








peace and prosperity, but also because 
Great Britain eqn derive very great 
advantages from Jopan herself.” 

For the reasons advanced, os well as 
for many others which we have not 
space toenumerate, it would appear to 
weil be undoubtedly to the advantage 
of Great Britain to be on the best 
terms with Jupan, and to renew the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, even mak- 
ing it closer and more binding than 
it now is

Chinese Art. By 8, W. Busholl, C. M.G., 
B.Sc, M.D. Vol.I. With 104 illustra: 
tions. In cloth, 8vo., 156 pp. London: 
printed for His Majesty's Stationery Office,

This invaluable volume is the result of 
a request that Dr. Bushell, whose thirty 
years’ residence at Peking as physician to 
HM. Legation eminently qualified him 
for the task, should write a handbook on 
she art aud industries of China. Dr. 
Bushell has done his work very well 
indeed, a work rendered the more difficult 
by the fact that the coramic field is 
only one that has hitherto attracted i 
vestigation in England, though there is 

imilar French book, M. Paléologue’s 

“Dart Chinois.” In this first volume 
Dr. Bushell deals with Sculpture, Archi- 
tecture, Bronze, Carving in Wood, Ivory, 
Horn, ete., Lacquer, and Carving in Jado, 

. "The second volume is to deal with 
ramics, Glass, Ei f all kinds, 
iles and Embroidery, and Pictorial 
1d armed with these two volumes, 
the curio-buyer in China, or the museum- 
haunter at homo, will have a much more 
intelligent idea of his hobby. ‘Tho lar; 
number of well-selected illustrati 
enormously to the value of the 
book, and many of them, especially in t] 
chapter on Sculpture, will bo re 
to many readers, Such are the 
able stone carvings of the Ist contury, 
from the Haiao Tang Shou, in 
‘ung, in which it is impossible not 
to admire the Emperor in his chariot, 
drawn by four hi pping horses 
abroast, with a Inrgo chariot precedirig, 
him containing. the band, and more 
chariots and horse and foot’ mon follow- 
ing and escorting him, Tho chapter on 
Architecture is usoful as far as it goos, 
but it is confinod almost oxclusively to 
Peking aud its immediate vicinity, 
Amatours of Chinese bronzes will delight 
in the chapter devoted to this branch of 
art, which is excellently illustrated, There 
‘are picturos of the magnificent astrono- 
mical instruments made by Pére Verbiest, 
“as they used to stand on the observatory 
tower at Peking before they were torn up 
and carried off to Berlin.” ‘The chaptor 
on carving generally is interesting, and 
there are some good examples; this is 
followed by chapters on lacquer and on 
carving in jade, some of the illustrations 
to tho last being excoedingly protty. Tt 
must be remembered that this is not a 
treatise on Chinese Art, but a handbook 
to the Victoria and Albert Museum, snd 
‘as such it is, as we have said before, a 
most useful and readable volume.

‘These things obtaining, it is quite 
anxiety must fill many 
breasts, and indeed disaster” threatens 
many families. Unless fine warm 
weather comes soon, the output of silk 
will be poor in quality and diminished in 
quantity, and so will affect the business 
of European hongs, which are exten 
interested in the silk trade. . These things 
being #0, we can, iwithout difficulty, ap- 
preciate’ the restlessness of the man- 
darins, though we may smile at the 
methods they think wise to adopt in 
order to remove the threatening danger. 


The Polo Temple. 

There is s famous temple, named 
as above, situated some few miles 
south-east of Canton, By some it is 
averred that this temple is dedicated to 
the renowned Venetian traveller, Marco 
Polo, who, as is well known, spent some 
twenty-five years in Chins, during the 
reign of the great Khan, ere he could re- 


















turn to Europe, and relate to his won- 
dering countrymen the experiences 
through which he had passed, and de- 
seribe to them the magnificence of the 
Iand of his willing exile. Polo, as is 
well-known to visitors to the Walam 
Monastery, or Temple of the Five-hundred 
Genii in Canton, has been honoured with 
an image among the deathless ones, and 
incense is continually burnt at his shri 
‘The Buddhists priests seem to see no 
ity in the worship thus offered 
to # Christian traveller. It would appear, 
however, more probable, that this parti- 
cular temple, has been dedicated to some 
forgotten god of Brahminism, for the 
Chinese characters used to describe this 
ancient Indisn cult, are the same as 
those used to give a name to thio 
particular temple. Bo this as it may, 
8s near Chingming as possible, there is an 
early pilgrimage of the high officials to 
this temple in order to worship at the 
idol’s shrine, The peculiar characteristic 
of this particular act of devotion, is that 
a special incense stick is burnt before 
the idol, which has been first blessed by 
the Lama of Tibet, and then forwarded 
by special messenger to the Emperor of 
China, The latter receives it with all 
reverence, much as in ancient days kings 
wore wont to bow’ and offer allegiance 
to Popes sed legates, and then he 
for it to the high officials of 
Canton, with imperial instructions that 
they themselves must burn it in bis 
name at this temple. On the third 
of the Chinese month an imposin, 
procession was formed. Indeed, one woul 
think that, as one watched the procession 
sally forth by river, with all the rough 
pageantry which is so essential to all 
public acta of mandarindom, it was about 
to participate in some grand review, or at 
least witness the launching of some new 
battleship. One would like to know their 
thoughts, as they engage in such a 
solecism, for many of them are more or 
less informed as to the uselessness 
idols and their worship. These things di 
hard, but die they must, for it is 
ble that such superstition and folly shou 
continue to retain a hold on the faith of 
the educated of the community, when the 
full blaze of modern searchlighta is turned 
directly upon them.

It would appear as if there 
had been » marked recrudescence of these 
maranders bth on land and on the rivers, 
‘The Chinese newspapers are constantly 
giving accounts of there depredations, and 
of the more or less vigorous attempts ou 
the part of the local nullitia to effect cap- 
tures, or drive them from their haunts, 
"These efforts have not been barren of 
results, for there have been frequent execu- 
tions on the famous pottery field in Can. 
ton. A few weeks ago @ renowned chief- 
tain was captured at Macao, and extradited 
to Canton. So elated were the officials 
over this capture that they arranged a 
great feast, and invited the Viceroy to 
iine with them, as they exulted over 
their good luck,’ This brigand chief was 
allowed little time to prepare for his end, 
for, a8 soon as he was identified, an order 
was issued for his summary execution. He 
suffered the terrible penalty of lingchib, 
and a shocking ritual was said to have 
been performed afterwards. ‘The heart and 
liver of the robber were cut out and ar- 
ranged before the tablet of a deceased 
mandarin, whom the robber chief had 
slain some time before in effecting his 
escape. The gruesome offering was laid 
out before the representative of the 
manes of the dead soldier, when an 

















official bowed and worshipped, and 
pointed to the awful offering before him, 
as an evidence before the spirit, that its 
early and abrupt departure from this 
earth had been avenged. The robber’s 
head was then hanged in a cage as a warn- 
ing to evil doers, On tho execntion 
ground, the;condemned man addressed the 
gathered officials, and it must be admitted 
that there is some dignity and force in 
the report of his words. He charged 
them with giving their time to the hunt- 
ing down of robbers, whom they first of 
all compelled to follow the life. Ho 
affirmed that if they spent the time, 
money, and iron, which was now employed 
to extirpate brigands, in opening up the 
mines and railways of the province, few 
would be found to stand where he was 
standing then. It was the hard conditions 
of life which first of all made men thieves, 
and then robbers, and o1 wrted on 
that career, only death could end it. 








HANGCHOW.

‘The Attack on Mr. Kennedy. | 

‘On Monday a romour reached Hangchow 
that a foreigner had been done to death 
by robbers at Yahang. Later we heard 
that he was only seriously wounded, but 
not killed. On Tuesday Mr. Cloud, the 
American Vice-Consul, nccompanied by 
Captain Murphy of the’ Hangchow Sottle- 
ment police force, and Dr. Pao, native 
medical student, went to Yiihany, which 
is only » night’s journey by boat west of 
Hangchow, to investigate. 

‘The particulars seem to be as follows: 
‘The Rev. E. B. Kennedy, of Shanghai, had 
been spending some weeks itineraiiug fn 
the Yihang district and had recently had 
sever l boxes of books and tracts shipped 
to him there. * The rumour was immediate- 
ly started that there was five thousand 
dotiare in money in each box. Credence 
tament from the fact 
Idiers had accompanied 
the travsfer of these boxes up country. 
On Wednesday night, the 12th inst., after 
Mr. Kennedy had gone to bed his room 
way suddenly brokea into by twenty or 











thirty robbers armed with clubs —and 
knives, and perhaps a gun or two. They 
began at once pounding the foreigner, 









saying that he might ha 
be made away with before carrying off his 
In the midst of the mélée one of 
‘asnistants bravely came into the 
|, beseeching the robbers to desist 
from pounding and hacking the foreigner 
and to take such of his goods as they 
pleased, carried him out. The robbers 
made away with everything they could 
find, Not finding apy ‘money they burned 
all the books and tracts and other foreign 
articles and contented themselves with 
carrying off the bedding and clothing. 

For seven days Mr. Kennedy lay in a 
room adjoining the one in which he was 
attacked, most of the time unconscious or 
semi-conscious. His Chineso followors, 
knowing no one in Hangchow, hastonod 
to Shanghai with the news. Hence the 
delay in going to hi rescue, “He was 
rought to ow to-day, arrivin 
about nine em Dr. Main Padly took 
the wounded man into his own hous 
where everything is being done for his 
comfort.

Imperial Resident, who had been ordered 
by special decree from Peking to make 
a détour from his journey to Lhassa 
and proceed to Patang to investigate 3 
recent murder of a Chinese military 
officer and five or six soldiers by Lamas 
in that district, suddenly came across, on 
the 5th of April, a body of Tibetans 
at Hungtingtse who made pretence of 
opposing his way. Upon attack boing 
made on the Tibetans they gradually 
retreated, followed by the late Resident 
and his guard of about @ hundred and 
twonty men, until 'he latter had got into 
8 narrow gorge, when the Tibetans faced 
back and charged the Chinese. In the 
meanwhile an ambushed force of Lamas 
suddenly appeared in the rear of the 
Resident’s party while others above the 
gorge began hurling down: rocks on the 
doomed ‘Chinese. ‘The result was that 
the Resident and the majority of his 
party wore killed and only about 
eight or nine men made prisoners. 
A party of Lhasss Tibetans who 
accompanied the ate Resident's 
train were also nearly all killed by 
their compatriots, but the few who 
escaped finally succeeded in gotting to 
‘Tachionlu in « half-starved condition an! 
reported the news of the catastrophe to 
the officials. From the almost in- 
coherent tale brought by these there aro 
hopes that the Resident may have been 
only wounded and perhaps spared by the 
Patang Tibetans, but tho chance seoms 
small ss these people are habitual 
brigands and constantly rebelling against 
the Chinese authority. 


‘The Leader of the Punitive 
Expedition, 
sent by Viceroy Hsi Liang to the Taining 
Lama Monastery to ge the deaths of 
the late Imperial Resident and the 
Chinese officer and his party of half a 
dozen soldiers, reports that upon the 
arrival of the expedition at the Monastery 
the Lamas fled into the mountains, leav- 
ing the cattle and goats. These wore all 
taken possession of by the troops and the 
base of operations against the rebellious 
Tibetans of Patang who had sided the 
Tsining Monastery Lames in killing the 
late Imperial Resident and his party. 
Tn the meanwhile General Ma, who is at, 
the head of the Expedition, has sent p 
Tibetan officer to Patang, which is 
about 120 miles from the Monastery, 
to call upon the Tibetans there to 
hand over any prisoners in their possession 
and to deliver up for punishment their 
leaders who were guilty of tho murders.

an hour's sharp firing with Winchester 
rifles, tho captain and officers had failed 
to explode the mino. As it lay in the 
direct course of shipping between Sha- 
woishan and the N. E, Promontory, the 
captain thought it advisable, if possible, 
to tow the mine to Woosung and hand it 
over to one of the men-of-war to explode. 
A bont was lowered in charge of the chief 
officer, Mr. P. A. Miller. Ral 
McCord, one of the passenger 
toored to accompany the chief officer, in 
order to get somo snap shots.

If they are to be compelled to go back to 
their ruined homesteads they must 
be helped to do so. Implements snd 
cattle to till the grounds, seed-cora 
kang for shelter 
and food until the harvest comes 
‘in,—these are involved in the work 
repatriation, From last letter 
‘and telegram you will see that our repre- 
sentatives in’ Mukden, who have been 
doing such good work for many months 
past, are desirous to kvow what the Society . 
co 1d do in the matter of repatriation and 
made certain suggestions. The Committee 
here, while sympathising tho pro 
posals, thought it well to wait and endea- 
vour to have a conference of the repre- 
soutatives of the Society and the Tartar 
General, so that mutual oo-operation might 
be attained. It ‘was hoped that the 
Japanese authorities would permit mo to 
visit Mukden for this purpose, but our 














application has unfortunately ‘not been 
entertained at headquarters. Ihave writ- 
ten Dr. Ohi and Mr, Inglis, and 


Mr. Shih, and they will confer with tho 
‘Tartar General as to the fature. If the 
Government undertook the houses, cattle,

to the relief of these who are in need of 
food until harvest.

From Kaiyuan we have heard from Dr.

Not many wore requiring food. The 
wounded were progrossiug favourably. 

From Hsinmintun, Dr. Learmonth 
writes that some of; the refugoos aro 
returning to their homes, but it is in- 
expedient meantime for the women to 
return, and until arrangements are made 
for supplying them with food at thei 
homes they are better where they are. 
‘Those who are returning have food await- 
ing them, which they had hidden under 
ground before they fled. The cost of 
travelling from Hsinmintun to their 
homes is not little, for they can but 
travel slowly, and carts cannot be had 
except at a very high figure. Dr. 
Learmonth bas assisted a few with 
travelling expenses. Fever is rife in 
Mukden, and the hospitals are full of 
patients. Dr. Christie has been crying 
out for drugs. Those you say have been 
sont forward, wo have never heard of. 
‘They ought of course to be sent here to 
be transported to Mukden.

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THE YELLOW RIVER 
BRIDGE. 


FROM A COBRESPONDENT. 





A train ride of two days from Hankow 
or Peking over the Pehan Railway brings 
one in view of one of the finest feats of 
modern engineering, namely the “ Yellow 
River Bridge,” where the Peban Railway 
crosses this tricky and treacherous river. 

Regular trains run from Peking to the 
North bank of the river and from Han- 
kow to Chéngehon, forty miles from the 
South bank, but numerous ballast trains 
leave Ohénzchou every day for the South 
bank, and if one is fortunate to get a 
ballast train soon after the arrival of the 
Hankow train one can get to the Yellow 
Rivor before dark and in plenty of time 
to look around and find accommodation in 
one of the many Chinese inns near the 
bridge works. 

A hundred yards from the South bank 
tho railway omergos from a short tunnel 
and the Yellow River comes into full view, 
spanned by this enormous bridge. 

‘The bridge is about two miles long, and 
twenty foot above high water level, and is 
built “of steel throughout, the missive 
gies being supported on ‘sets of screw- 

riven tubular piles. 

‘Tho steo! piles are ‘screwed, 
bed of the river by means of 
band capstans manaod by equed of covlies. 

‘The bottom end of each pile has « tooth- 
large inclined b'ade above 
it, not unlike the tip of a corkscrew, and 
t: each pile is clsmped an enormous 
groo ved pulley, round which is wound 
wire hawser, one end of which is then led 
t» one of the capstans and then the coolies| 
heave away aud the work of screwing

Phe rotary motion of the piles, with 
corkscrew blade, naturally screws the pi 
down into the mud. and it may be seen 
gradually sinking till th» pulley is level 
with the platform oa which the workmen 
are standing. 

‘When the pulley reaches this platform, 
another longth of pile is bolted together 
nalley raised to the upper flanges, 
and the screwing is then resumed and 
conrried on all day, and, when the weather 
permits, all night under very powerful 
electric lights. 

When the piles have been screwed to 
a sufficient depth, about forty to fifty 
feot, the water is then pumped from the 
interior, which is finally filled up with 
concrete, which will give more weight 
and power of resistance to the piles. 

‘Wooden piles are then driven around 
the current side of the steel piles in the 
shapo of a triangle with the point to the 
current; the idea being to prevent janks, 
ioe, ote., from drifting down and injuring 
the main structure, also with a view to 
break the force of the current. 

Hage “beds” of tree branches, lashed 

ther with wire, are then sunk’ around 
the steel piles, and on to these beds 
hundreds and hundreds of tons of rocks 
aro thrown, and this is reckoned to gi 
more solidity to the river bed where 1 
piles are driven and possibly prevent the 
river washing away the foundations, if 
wh the shifting bed of the river can be 


























‘The piles aro placed in sots of four, six, 
ight, and ten, and each rile is joined by 
stanchions and girders of great. strength, 
‘and finally each set of piles is spanned by 
fn, enormous ginlar 00 which the rails are

Over juarters of the bridge is 
already completed, and it ia expected to 
be opened to regular traffic on the Ist of 
Soptember this year. 

It is impossible to gauge the magnitude 
of this undertaking by hearing of it apok- 
fn or reading about it, and it is cortainly 
‘8 fine example of modern engineering, 
and it will repay the trouble and incon- 
venience of a visit. 

Before conclading we would impress 
on intending trippers to take all necessa- 
ries for a five or six days’ trip, as nothing 
‘very suitable can be had on tho way, ex- 
cept native food, which is plentiful at 
any of the native palatial roadside inns 
which flourish around the bridge works. 





JAPAN'S TASK 
IN COREA. 


Japan has before her the delicate 
and difficult task of placating Corea, and 
winning tho hearts of this conservative 
people. It will cost nothing to take 

jion of Corea and of Cores’ 
goveroment, but it will tax all her skill to 
win Coroa’s heart and confidence. 

‘Thero is in the peninsula to-day, as 
there lore eg Soomad years, an 
ingrained dislike of Japan and’ the 
‘Japanese. As naturally as tho Corean 
‘says Kong-ja-nim (Tho Master Confucius) 
he says of Japan Wai-nim 
or Keu-gajio-nim (Contemptible wretch). 
It is in most cases an unreasonable, 
foolish dislike, but it is » part of his bone 
and fibro and breaks forth from him on 
all occasions. 

Down through Cores’s official records 
Japan has been marked with no 
character to do her honour or single 
word written in hor favour. She holds 
Tower place even than the Mongols or 
‘Manchus 

Turning to s history written about 
1485 by order of King Sung-jong I find 
the first mention of Japan runs thus “In 
the year Shin-mi (50 B.C.) the Japanese 
(BEA) sailed over and plundered our 
‘coast, but when they heard of the virtue 
of our illustrious King they withdrew 
ashamed.” Unfortunately, to-day, Japan 
will have no occasion to withraw on any 
such grounds. 

‘Again in the year 417 A.D. the brother 
of the Kirg of the Silla, or Kerim as the 
state was frequently called, yas held » 
hostage in Japan. How he came there 
Tknow not, but the fact would seem to 
indicate that Silla was a subject at that 











time to the Eastern Empire. Groat was 
the mourning on the King's scoount 
He himself spoke of his brother 
‘as the loss of his strong right arm 
“Who was the man could sot him free?”

tion to the evidence which had been 
given on this point. The plaintiff Chang 
said Talbot went fo the premises with 
Indians and coolies and broke open the 
door by removing @ piece of wood which 
was fastened to the outside of the door. 
The defendant gave a totally different 
account of what happened. He had 
had the keys once, and the door was 
opened by plaintiffs’ servants. With 
regard to the lease it was handed 
to the defendant _— he bat seiered 
into possession of the premi 5 
plaintiffs contended that” the lease was 
made out to Chow as principal. There 
was the evidence of Chow that he was 
asked whose name was to go in the lease 
and he said bis master’s name. 

His Lordship—Thore is ample evidence 
that Chow had an undisclosed principal. 

Mr, Bilis, continuing, said it was a caso 
in which his Lordship would have to 
make up his mind as to which side was 
‘to be believed with regard to the allega- 
tions of the plaintiffs and the reply to 
those allegations by the defendant. It 
was for his Lordship to say whether the 
statement for the plaintiffs were trite. 

His Lordship—Does the plaintiff 
Chang say anywhere in his evidence 
that there was any actual broaking in? 

Mr. Bidoulac—Yes, my Lord. 

Mr. Ellis—I think I am right in 
asking your Lordship to say that the 
case as made out by the plaintiffs bas mot 
been proved with regard to the allegation 
of unlawful entry by my client, and that he 
is entitled to a verdict with coats. 

Mr. Bidoulac in his address to the Court 
said with reference to the lease his Lord- 
ship would have to decide whether the 
defendant could take that lease and adopt 
it for his own, it having been made 
Ohow for himself.

occurring. I notice that the plaintiff 
said that this took place on the. 12th 
of the Ist moon. If there had been 
‘a breaking in of this kind, what I 
would have expected plaintiff to do would 
have been to go off to make a complaint 
to the police. This he did not do until 
he had the cheque dishonoured, which 
was three days afterwards. It was threo 
days before he wont tothe police. After 
going to tho bank and presenting his 
cheque—although he hada man in the 
premises that he did not approve 
of—and after it was dishonoured, did he 
take action? When the actual entry 
took place it is difficult to say, but 
I am pretty well satisfied that’ until 
three deys afterwards the plaintiffs did 
not object to the occupation of these 
premises by the defendant,'and under 
these ciroumstances it is very difficult for 
me to credit the story that there bad 
been breaking and entering in of these 
premises by force. The defendant per- 
fectly fairly told me that three-fifths, 
or as six-tenths, of his 
business was made up of selling 
clothes. Whether in view of the 
clause in the lease he was entitled to do

have to discover whether the defendant got 
into these premises in the, way in which 
he was credited with doing by the plaintiff, 
or whether he was in unlawful possession 
in such a way as to allow the plainiff to 
out.

Tang Hai-ling, and with wilfully break- 
ing two panes of glass in a cell at the 
Central Police Station. 

P.S. Lawrance deposed that at 12.108.m. 
that day be was riding in a ricsha along 
Kiangse Road when he met a lot of ricsha 
coolies with their ricshas, running away. 
‘He saw the prisoner brandishing a stick. 
Prisoner struck tho coolie who was 
drawing witness and the coolie nearly 
fell. Immediately afterwards witness 
received a blow across the chest with 
the stick. Sergt. Thornton, who was 
behind, was also struck, and his 
coolio, Witness and Sergt. Thornton got 
out of their ricshas and arrested prisoner 
and took him to the station. Witness 
was in uniform. Prisoner was very 
drunk, 

P. 8. Thornton corroborated 
statement of the previous witness. 

Yang Zang-zai, aricsha coolie, ssid he 
was waiting for fare in Kiangso Road 
when two foreigners came out of a house 
nd he took one. When he reached the 
corner of Nanking Road he met a drunk- 
en foreigner, who struck witness and 
also the other ricsha man. Prisoner was 
the man who struck him. 

Tang Hai-ling, another ricsha coolie, 
corroborated. 

P. 8. Bourk who was on 
duty when the prisoner was taken 
to the Central Police Station, said that at 
12.45 am. he put him in acell. At 1.30 
witnoss, hearing a smashingjof glass, went 
into the cell and found prisoner had 
broken twosquares of glass. ‘The damage 
was $1. 

Prisoner said he was drunk and did 
not know what happened, 

By the Court—Prisoner had been in 
Shanghai a fortnight, having come from 
Newchwang. He had beon a Consular 
constable, but had resigned and was 
going home. 

His Worship fined prisoner $10 for the 
assault on the police, $10 for the assault 
on the coolies, and ordered him to pay 
$1 for the damage to tho window of the 
cell.

The Disturbance at a Cotton Mill. 

‘The most interesting caso on the 
charge sheets was that in which four 
coolies were charged with beingithe ring- 
leaders in an assault upon Mr. W. Law 
‘on the premises of the Ta Sheng Cheong 
Cotton Mill, Yangtsepoo Road, on the 
afternoon of the 15th instant. The affair 
was really a riot, in the course of which 
‘Mr. Law was badly injured, but when the 
case was called on Mr. H. Browett 
(Messrs. Browett and Ellis) handed in 
letter from the complainant to the 
fect that he did not wish to prosecute, 
and the fout defendants were accord- 
ingly dismissed. 

Minor Charges. 

‘Three tipaos wore brought up on a 

summons, charged with allowing a 
number of trees, the property of the 
Municipal Council, to be destroyed. The 
tipaos were charged as being responsible 
for. the conduct of the natives under 
their tipaoship. The case had been 
remanded from a previous sitting in 
order that the prosecution might quote a 
former case as a precedent. According 
to the evidence for the prosecution, 200 
young trees, valued at 60 cents each, had 
been destroyed. Tho defendants wore 
oxdered to pay into Court the value of 
the trees destroyed. 
Mr. J.E. Ore charged a house-boat 
coolie with the theft of a gold ring on 
the 24th instant.’ The prosecutor proved 
the charge, and as the ring was found in 
the prisoner's possession when arrested 
the Court had little difficulty in coming 
to a decision, the prisoner being senten- 
cod to one month's cangue.

The Profits of Ricsha Owners. 

A ricsha owner, living in the native city, 
was charged with mannfacturing and 
being in possession of a numbe- of conn- 
ter-feit ricsha stamps, and stamping 
licensed ricshas with same, thereby 
defrauding the Municipal Council. Ten 
other ricsha owners were charged with 
ing conerned together with the above 
ner in fraudulently stamping licensed.

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ing the Mun‘cipyl Council. Two men 
wore also charged xs b.ing security men 
for two ricsha owners who could not 
bo found, hut on the applicition of 
Inspector Kinipple, one 0° them was) 
released,. xs the ricsha owner for whom 
he stood security had that morning been 
arrested. Inspector Kinipple went ino 
the box and explained the system under 
which richas were passel in order to 
obtain public licences t» ply for hire, and 
the manuer in which the defendants were 
¢-nspiring together to evade the Municipal 
Regulations. It appeared that the defen- 
dants had in their possession some ew 
rigshas, which had no dificulty in passing 
inspection. These they seut down for 
inspection, and when a ricsa was passed 
it was stamped with » number and the 
owner was given a certificate, upon showing 
which at the Tax Office he could obtain » 
i sha licence. The plan of the 
was to get the new ricsh 
passed and obtain the certificates and 
public licenses, ‘Then the new ricshas 
were taken to the first defendant’s shop in 
the city and their numbers were, hy means 
of false stam;s, put on dilapidated 
ricshas and the public licences trans- 
ferred to the dilapidated ricshss as if 
latter had passed inspection. The 
mped numbers on thenew ricshis were 
then filled in, the back board repainted, 
and the same new ricshs was sent down to 
the Station for inspection again to receive 
a new number and eventually a new 
Ticense, This wont on continuously, the 
ricsha owners in this way obtaining licenses 
for dilapidated ricabas that could never 
pass the police inspection, and this was 
the reason there had been so many com- 
plaints from the public as to the condition 
of public rieshas. The first defendant's 
8’ op hid beon under the observation of 
native-detective Sing Foh for some days, 
and at last he obtained ¢ mvincing evidence 
and the arrest was effected. When he was 
arrested there were on 
old ricshas undergoing 
cass, and in his possessic 
‘necessary too's for stamping the ricshas, 
‘These were forgeries of the Municipal 
stamps. Ho charged 40 cents for 
stamping the brcks of ricshis, and 90 
conts for stamping a wheel. Iu hiv 
possession was also found a work 
which contained the. names of several 
riesha owners who hid sent ricsh 
stamped. This led to the a 
voral of the owners, and the rem: 
wore arrested because the work sheet 
showed the numbers of certain ricshas 
which were known te be owned by the 
other defendants. ‘The Inspector said he 
would like to an example cf the 
Profits made by ricsha owners. Two years 
ago a%similar caso was before the Court 
\d the dofendant was iined $250. To 
show that such a fine was not exorbitant 
he would mention that ono of the present 
defendants owned no less than 162 ric- 
shas, for which he charged 40 cents per- 
day each, or a total of $64 per day. This 
meant an income of $23,360 per yoar, 
and allowing the odd $3,360 for rep: 
depreciation, licences, etc., the man was 
making a clear profit of $20,000 per year. 
<The other defendants each owned several 
Ticshas, the lesst number owned by any 
one of them being fifteen. The defend- 
ants were closely questioned by the 
Court, after which the first prisoner was 
sontenced to one year’s imprisonment, 
and the others were fined in 
Proportion to the number of ricshas 
owned by them, the fines ranging as 
follows ; $400, 300, 200, 200, 200, 100, 20), 
100 109, 50, and 30, The security man was 
ordered to produce the ricsha owner for 
whom he wassecurity within fourteen days, 
acd was allowed out on bail of $200 in the 
meantime, the bail to be handed to the

A Burglary Foreign Store. 
Three blacksmiths were charged with 
barglariously breaking into and entering 
the shop No. 82.3, Nanking Road, an 
sesling therefrom a typewriter and 
several other articles, of the total value of 
$200, at 3 am. ov the 13h of April. 
Tospector Chilver said the three prisoners 
admitted the burglary and said that there 
was a fourth man concerned wich them, 
but whereas Mr. Levy, the proprie‘or ofthe 
store, said he had lost $700 worth of goods ; 
the prisoners denied this and ssid they 
had only stolen the property which had been 
recovered. They almitted, however, that 
they had also stolen adispatch boxcontain- 
ing several papers, which they threw away 
as being of no value to them. Mr. Levy 
sid his shop had been twice broken into 
the total value of the goods stolen 
two occasions amounted to $700. 
He did not mind about the other pro- 
perty, but was very anxious to recover 
possession of the dispatch box and the 
Papers it contained.

The present season has seen the com- 
pletion, for ull practical purposes, of the 
North-Wostern Breakwater, a work which 
yes begun seven years ago, The first 


block of the N. W. Breakwater was laid 
in October, 1890, and during exch season 
when operations could be carried on this 
great undertaking has been carried on 
steadily. Except the top, which is to be 
concréted for three feet all along, the 
work is finished. The N, W. breakwater 
will stand 11 feet above the surface of the 
water, as against 12 feot for the 8.
